Fran the Cradle to the Beat Part of Life.

CHAPTER I. 

The western sportsmen whose Ideas of game sre associated 
with vast rolling prairies or almost limitless stretches of bottom 
lands beside the Mississippi and Its tributaries, and who goes 
forth to the chase prepared to overtake a great variety of furred 
and feathered victims, will find In these mousing sketches a 
sameness and a tameness which will perhaps tax his pattenoe at 
times, but It Is hoped that the; ma; p.ove Interesting In the fact 
that the; open up an entirely new field of sport to those unac¬ 
quainted with the nature of the country and character of game 
In the east, and one strongly In contrast with, yet not less de¬ 
lightful than, that so handsomely treated In Mr. Tan Dyke's 
series of Western sketches lately published In the Chicago 
Field. He has, with true artistic skill, portrayed the glorious 
field sports of the West, where game in a thousand varieties still 
teems upon virgin soil, ondlmlnlshed by thick population and 
close cultivation. Where the beautiful innocent creatures come 
tattering down, learning for the first time, through the death 
stroke, of their dreaded human enemy. We shall speak of a 
section where the partridge with the undried shell still on hts 
tiny hesd fora night-cap, says bis prayers at his mamma’s knees, 
praying deliverance from the man who lives on the opposite side 
of the orchard; where the sportsman and Bob White pass their 
lives from the cradle to the grave, from the egg-shell to the bird 
bag; the one considering bow he may find the happy mean be¬ 
tween good sport and decimation of the game; the other how he 
can best escape the thousand dangers that environ him. 

In lands where game is taken unawares, and falls “ mowed In 
swaths " by the sportsman’s pellets, staggered and bewildered by 
so strange a sight, there la a cloying sense of slaughter, but 
where all parties to the transaction, from long experience, are 
fully aware of the nature of the business In band, they stand, as 
it were, at arm’s length; and although they can hardly be called 
upon an equality, unless gentlemen sportsmen finally consent to 
let the other side occasionally take a turn at the gun, there Is 
decidedly leas of a meat flavor about the affair. 

For over two hundred years the Irrepressible conflict between 
gun and game has been waged upon the soil In which all these 
experiences now to be related have been had. I have shot part¬ 
ridges In the field where Cornwallis surrendered, and snipe on 
the marsh the Indians crossed to commit the massacre of James¬ 
town. Naught but a climate better suited to the quail, or part¬ 
ridge, Bob White or colln, or whatever you choose to call him, 
than sd; on earth, could have prevented his utter extermination 
In Virginia, for he has been pursued there for centuries, by 
every sort of sportsman, from the ten-year-old boy with bis long 
single-barreled robln-rske, to the London exquisite with his 
bright-burnished Joe Manton. When Kossuth was here be paid 
his respects to them. Lafayette was an ardent lorer of the 
sport. Wade Hampton, that veteran dead shot, has reddened 
many a Virginia stubble-field with their blood. Visiting North 
Carolina, not long since, I fonnd my host in possession of a vol¬ 
uminous correspondence between the Hon. John Randolph, of 
Roanoke, and Senator Nathaniel Macon, of North Carolina, and 
whatdo you suppose was Its burden 1 British treaties! Russian 
Missions! Constitutional points! By no meanr. The profound 
question discussed was whether It was better to cross Ruler 
upon Juno or Beauty, and whether the long dry spell would de¬ 
stroy the young birds. Here, Indeed, was a conspiracy. It will 
ever remain In doubt from the discovered correspondence 
whether Aaron Burr, with his Blennerbasset vagaries really plot¬ 
ted treason, but Randolph and Macon, watching the budding 
birds with glowing eyes, were plotting to breed a nest of their 
destroyers. The dead cannot speak. Charity demands the state- 
meat that these Rulers and Junos were hounds, not setters or 
pointers, and their mission was the merciful delivery of the 
fledglings from their arch enemy the red fox. But these are not 
the only foes of beloved Bob White. It is doubtless a satisfac¬ 
tion to a partridge to be pointed by a blue-blood dog. Shot In 
full flight and feather u Ith eagle duck powder and chilled shot, 
at fifty, yards, darting through close cover, retrieved tenderly, 
bagged by a gentleman, cooked by an artist, served on toast, 
and eaten by a lady. But what must be the feelings of a bright 
plumed cock of proper sensibilities, when lying, in royal state, 
surrounded by his wives, beneath the blackberry briers; In a 
moment he feels himself and family nosed 'out by a yaller dorg, 
his whole covey slalu at one'fell fool shower of shot from an 
army musket, "chawed" by a cur, grabbed by a nigger, thrust 
Into a coat-tail pocket where all Is darkness, or cotton haversack 
where all la grease, sold for a six-pence, hawked by hucksters, 
and eaten at a hash-house! Angels and ministers of grace de¬ 
fend them 1 Yet such Is the melancholy fate of many a nobis 
bird. In the free land whereof I write. 

In spite, however, of these accumulated difficulties, Bob 
White still lives and thrives among ua, and under recently enacted 
game laws, la abundant and increasing. It will be many and 
many a year, I trust, after we are dead and gone before his rich 
throaty note shall cease to gladden Spring, and his swift rush of 
wing to give to Autumn’s sport the charm beside which all others 
pale. You may talk to me, my brother, of the trout brook, of 
* P *** silent gliding summer ducking In the swamps, 

of the deer stand, of the fox hunt, of the turkey Mind, of rab¬ 
bit chasing In the low grounds, rail sMbUng, the woodcock and 
the snipe, of the midnight 'coon hunt, of the mid-day stroll with 
ride In hand for squirrel, of stool-shooting at shore-bird^ of de¬ 
coy, point, and battery work at docks and geese. Are, talk 
•way, let m both talk, and we will tremble with excitement 
.“we talk, when the memory of these ecstatic joys 
homes back to us. But seriously, sanest!;, theugbtfully, I say 
onto you, that beside a thorough day's apart after partridges, the 
best sh ooting or fishing on earth la no more to comparison than 
•otod be the burning of my smoke-house to the ooefiagretloe of 


But, pardon me, I have had, In every branch of the serrioe, hours 
and days of Joy unutterable. Joy unalloyed by any thought or 
deed disreputable, Joy sa exquisite se ever sportsman felt And 
what Joy can be keener! And you shall bear these atoriea well¬ 
ing up from a heart that has throbbed and thumped as only 
sportsman’s can, and choose for youraelvea the favorite style of 
your enjoyment All that Is asked of you upon our expedition 
Is that you rise early, drive rapidly to the ground, atlck close to 
yoor work as long as there Is daylight. Don’t shoot my bird, 
don’t stop too long at the spring, don’t Interfere with anybody’s 
dog bat your own, don't break the bottle, don’t talk la the blind, 
don’t sneeze at the wrong time, don't sleep on the Hand, don’t 
upset the boat, don’t fall overboard, don’t shoot the horse. Ob¬ 
serve theae precautions, my dear fellow, and we will have sport 
that no western man shall turo up his uose at, even If he shoots 
a bison, a bear, an elephant, a lion, a camel, and a thousand birds 
a day. 

“ Orator natcltwr not Jit” might well be changed so as to apply 
to sportsmen as well as speakers. I have seen many men who 
wanted to be sportsmen, bat never a real sportsman who could 
recollect aa far back as the time when tbe passion first seized 
him. It matters little whether he be reared Id town or country, 
tbe lrrepreseible longing Is there In all lta Intensity, and mother's 
milk Itself has a strong game flavor for that babe that develops 
Into a true Nimrod. I have seen many men who had spent much 
money, much time and much labor on sport, but Id the field were 
utterly without reaources,ln spite of all their experience and read- 
log. Again, I have eeea small boys who never beard of Frank 
Forester or Schley; who never knew of such a journal as the Chi¬ 
cago Field: whose limited experience forbade tbe Idea of any¬ 
thing but intuitive perception; yet, who, with a dog that knew 
no father end no mother, and a gun that a blacksmith might bsve 
forged, could load themselves with game, where the exquisite 
would starve. Now-a-daye, In these parts, the land Is flooded 
with sportsmen. It Is fssblonable to shoot. Some come fresh 
from the gunsmith’s with treble-wedged, bammerless, and can¬ 
vas covered, corduroyed, falr-leatbered, odoriferous, enthusiasm 
bringing sleepless nights of anticipation. Others have raked In 
bucketfuls of sweepstakes at the traps. Again, they are followed 
by clanklDg chains of canine prodigies whose pedigrees sre only 
equaled la beget and begot by the genealogies In tbe Book of 
Numbers. Now and then, too, comes tbs message from some 
" best shot" that his dogs are marvels, and that every bush for 
miles conceals a feathered foe. Fair and Impartial justice Is done 
to all Ulysses could no more have resisted the song of tbe 
siren, when, passing the charmed Isle, be begged bis companions 
to lash blm to the mast, than could this writer refuse to go afield 
when comes the luring invitation from s friend. Yet, verily, 
many are called and few are chosen, and few and far between 
are tbe men towards whom, after one or two days’ companion¬ 
ship, tbe sportsman's heart yearns for s renewal of the sport, as 
that of David unto Jonathan. 

Abeml sre we to moralize or to shoot? Both, sir, by all means. 
Tbe dogs do tbe bunting pure and simple. Hard as they work,we 
cannot pop and blase away all day. Half the pleasure of the 
sport Is In the sweet communion between congenial natures 
while we sre looking up the game, or In repeating, as ws sit 
alone, those glorious lines: 

There Is s pleasure In the psthles ■ wood, 

There Is s rapture on the lonely shore; 

Th re Is society where none Intrude 
By the deep sea, and music lu Its roar, 

Hove not mao the less, but nature more. 

For these, oar interviews, In which I steal 
From what X mav be or have beeo before, 

To mingle with the universe and feel 
What 1 cannot express, ~ 

Yet cannot all couceal. 

The first field sports I ever Indulged In were enjoyed at the 
Interesting age of five years. I remember the day, the honr, tbe 
spot as vividly as If It had occurred to-day. It was s cold, gray 
Autumn day. The fire burnt brightly on the hearth, and my 
dear father sat writing at the table, now and then rising from 
his seat, and pacing back and forth, absorbed In thought, or look¬ 
ing out across the fields at the plowmen. Boxer and Frolic, his 
trusty terriers, dosed before tbs bright brass andirons, and tbe 
back log sung a tans. I bad a box of tin soldiers marshaled 
most gorgeously upon the rug, but It wss a moat funereal 
pageant, for silence reigned when papa wrote. It was not the 
alienee of fear, bat of love, for such a father boy never had. 

We lived on that narrow peninsula known as the eastern 
shore of Virginia, which, uniting with Maryland, runs down 
between the Atlantic Ocean and Chesapeake Bay, being, say, sixty 
miles long, and from fifteen miles wlJe to s point at Cape Charles, 
level as s Millard table, but well watered and wooded and pop¬ 
ulated. Our house sat In a grove on the banks of a creek 
which made op from tbe Chesapeake, and we were not only In 
sight of lta blue waters peopled with myriads of the finny tribe, 
and blackened with swanna of all kinds of wild fowl, bat the 
land was filled with every variety of amaH'game known to those 
latitudes. 

Many years have rolled by ainee that dearest spot of earth has 
paaaed Into atrenger hands. That noblest, truest, tendered heart 
that ever clasped child to boeom, baa been borne to his rest full 
of yean and foil of honors; honors of peace, honors of war, and 
above all, honors of children who worshiped blm, bnt those 
hours of childhood spent with him are the dearest and brighteat 
of a Ufa already long enough to know life’s sweets snd bitter 
ness. He eonld make s boat and rig It, like a Shipwright He 
no old seise a flab-hook Uka laaack Walton. He could shoot with 
the beat that came, and come they did from far and near. Ha 
eonld make a snare or rabbit trap, or figure four snow-bird trap, 
that bare dr banting would travel a mile to enter. He had bin 
London stub-end-twist hts smooth-hatred Rex pointer, presented 
by Old Joe Dales, of the National im dll g me ar, and hit Lady 
wagtail roadster, that span out the sandy road behind her like 
white ribbon. He had hla duck bUnd baited before frost; and 
In knew where every Mrd upon the farm wonld hatch before she 
had determined where to toy. Ha bad bis oyster bade and Una 
pin pens filled with the bant Hto setose ware ell stretched, end 
wind and tide never found hto boats unealked or unpalnted; all 


theae things were done by a man whose farm showed care and 
thorough husbandry and thrift In every detail, and by one who, 
besides being a lawyer In full practice, was deeply engaged In 
politics, state snd federal. Bueh was the sportsman of the olden 
time. The man who dignified sport by being something more 
than a shooter, and who, whUe he engaged In it for pastime, was 
unwilling to go slip-shod to the chsse. And oh I such stories as 
he could tell. How I laid In his arms of evenings and watched 
the firelight dance upon the barrels of the old flint-lock, in the 
corner, that bad been worn thin aa a wafer by long shooting, 
end heard him tell how, when a boy, he kUled ten geese with It 
st a shot. And oh! the stories of Boier snd Frolic, brave bunt- 
lng, and pictures of great big hounds cbsslng long-eared rabbits, 
snd fierce mustacbed huntsmen riddling flying bucks, and foam- 
covered horsemen following yelling packs. Brother sportsmen! 
did any of you travel along this road In childhood? Tall me 
truly. Of all tbe glorious sport that life has brought, did any— 
aye, the best, bring one-third tbe Joy you felt, when with beat¬ 
ing heart, and quickened breath and Intently listening ear, your 
aoul drunk thirstily In thsse wonder stories! 

But I wss becoming blood-thirsty. This theoretical sporting 
wss good enough In Its way, but business was what I wanted, 
and It bad been agreed that tbe next time we went forth the gun 
should be carried along, and something slAn for the altar of my 
ambition. 

“ Come, Johnnie," said tbe cheery voice,as he folded away his 
papers and reacbed for his overcoat and bat, “ Let’s go out and 
look at the plowing." “ You said you would take your gun 
next time, papa." It was soon arranged, and forth we sallied. 
It waa dark, and raw, and the prospect of sport 
was gloomy enough. My ardor was considerably chilled by 
a long colloquy between the grown folk, and I waa 
sighing for the fireside, when of a sadden coming In 
from the bay, serosa the field, I saw a bunch of 
six or eight greyish, long-legged birds, and we all 
crouched Into the fence corner as they sailed gracefully 
past, In easy range. Two fell at the flash of the gun. Away I 
scampered, and bringing back a broken-winged beauty wss for¬ 
mally Introduced to tbe English plover. The remaining birds, 
after circling once or twice, lit far ott on the new-plowed ground. 
After some manmuverlng another wss brought to bag and they 
seemed to have departed finally. Elated beyond description, I 
wss trotting along behind my father, stroking and admiring our 
victims, when, sudden sa thought, up went the gun and down 
came two more plovers with a plash Into s shallow Inlet by 
which we stood, across which ran a walled fence. They fell 
above tbe fence and tbe ebbing tide soon swept to It about 
twenty yards from shore. We had no dog. “ Crawl out on the 
fence, Johnny, and bring them In.” My soul wss all aglow. The 
bloodhound bad tasted blood. The suggestion wss enough. Out 
I scrambled on the top rail, and In a moment was clutching for 
the coveted prize, when crack, splash. Ugh-h-b 1 I went head 
foremost Into water waist deep, with mud to the knees, sod my 
father stood on the shore roaring with merriment and chaffing 
me mercilessly, while I roared equally lustily from fright snd 
cold. After standing there until I was half frozen, afraid to 
cross a little channel, I clambered back on the fence only to re¬ 
peat my dlsaater at tbe very spot I feared, and then,once more 
on dry land, resolved to let this be my first and last shooting ad¬ 
venture. 

We were soon on the road with all our game In hand, and trot¬ 
ting toward the house when through tbe dusk behlod us came 
the rattilog of a vehicle, and In an Instant we were overtaken by 
John Sergeant snd Bill Parker, who, out of s sea of buffalo 
robes, gun-barrels, dogs’ beads and sportsmen’s traps,were shout¬ 
ing greetings snd Jibing me st the miserable plight In which they 
found me. 

Bright gleamed the lights of home. Loud barked the dogs. 
Cheerily sprung the hostler from beside tbe great kitchen fire. 
Out rolled Blanco, Bembo and 8bot still from the ride. Chains 
rattled. Birds lay In plies on the door-step. One stately gooee 
lay stark across tbe carriage block. Clothes were soon changed, 
supper soon over snd I sat on Sergeant’s knee singing In s little 
wee piping voice the following highly moral and touching lines, 
while Bill Parker cleaned his gun and listened with s grin: 

llarlc to the woods the sound or a guu, 

Tbe wounded bird flutters and dies— 

I’m sure It Is wicked for nothing bnt fen 
To shoot tbe poor bird aa he file— 
if men would but think of the torture they give 
To creatnres who Cannot complain, 

I’m euro they would let the poor animate live 
And never go shooting again. 

This highly sentimental and truly humaDe lesson had been 
carefully Inculcated by a sister. It Is said that early lessons are 
never forgotten. I sung that night In a truly missionary spirit. 
My nature from certain recent cold, wet and muddy experiences 
was thoroughly In accord with the sentiments and my audience 
worthy of tbe highest effort. I wss much encouraged to hope 
for results, as Sergeant never entered the bouse without demand¬ 
ing tbs whole ballad. 

Tbe price generally paid for the performance waa one of the 
very victims for wbosellvesl was pleading. Fit Instance of human 
consistency. Alas I 1 fear that John was too many for me. I 
set out to convert him. Result—I have worshiped In bis temple 
for more than a quarter of a century. 

Who were John Sergeant and BUI Parker! Where did they 
come from I What were they doing! 

They were sportsmen, reader, of eighteen carat fineness, and 
diamond shots of tba first water. In the next chapter you shall 
beer whence they came, whither they went, and that they had a 
most ■ nor netful and eventful career aa gentlemen sportsmen.

Successful Fishculture at Coopemtown, N. f. 

The Bute of New York has many valuable adjuncts to Its fish 
commission, In the shape of fish commit e. sof different counties, 
prominent among which Is that of Otsego County, whose citlsene, 
especially those of Cooperstown, have exhibited a public spirit 
worthy of wide Imitation, In the matter of raising fuuds to meet 
expenses of transporting fry and stocking their beautiful lake 
for several years past This they have continued through years 
of doubt and uncertainty, amid the jeers of the Incredulous, 
with a faith that has brought Its own reward. Among the many 
who have contributed to this result we know of none to whom 
the public are more Indebted than to our correspondent Hon. 
EUbu Phlnney, Mr. Van Ness Cooper and Mr. A. W. Thayer. 

The former gentleman has kindly sent us the following letter 
which records the success of their plantings: 

COOPERSTOWN, N. Y .—editor Uhictujo Field :—The unparal 
leled catch with hook and line, through the Ice, of nearly two 
hundred salmon trout In a slogle day, Dec. 31, last, near the 
foot of Pioneer street, where scarcely a trout was ever before 
taken, proves beyond cavil that our artificial plantings have at 
last ripened to a bountiful harvest. 

Arrangements are already made with the New York Fish Com¬ 
mission for an additional hundred thousand of young fry, which 
will be deposited some time next week, when our dtlxens will 
be called upon to defray, by subscription, the expense of trans¬ 
portation. 

Of the land-locked salmon, whose introduction Into our waters 
we must not forget, as It was. In all respects, a most Interesting 
experiment, the following mention Is made In Prof. Baird's 
United States Commissioners’ Report, Just published: 

•• Mr. Wllmot (of New Castle, Canada), haring very kindly 
offered to the United States Fish Commission 5,000 Impregnated 
eggs from his hatching establishment, they were placed at the 
command of the New York Fish Commission, by which they were 
turned over to the New York Aquarium, and there hatched out, 
under the supervision of Mr. Fred. Mather. By direction of Mr. 
Roosevelt (New York State Commissioner), 4,500 of these young 
fish were (through the public spirit of Edward Clark, Esq., pres¬ 
ident of the Singer Sewing Machine Co.) placed In Otsego Lake, 
Cooperstown, by Mr. A. W. Thayer, In June, 1877. As this lake 
constitutes the bead waters of the Susquehanna river, we may 
here have a new supply to that stream. It had been the original 
Intention, to place these fl»h In the Skaneateles Lake, but, for 
various reasons, Otsego Lake was preferred." 

We have certainly reason to be thankful for the preference. 
One of these pink-fleshed salmon, weighing over a pound, Is 
supposed to hsve been lalely captured, but was, unfortunately 
disposed of before before beln; critically examined. 

Snould the work already accomplished be vigorously prosecuted 
and honestly protected, our beautiful lake will become In less 
than two years the most attractive hand-line Ashing ground In 
the state—not excepting a single one of the Adlrondac waters.

oft the beads, bellies and tails, and with a ahort-bladed knife the 
golden yellow skin la stripped off, and the half of the nicely 
smoked muscle detached. The backbone and lie adhering ribs 
are aa quickly removed from the other half, and the prepared 
meat goes to other operatives to be bunched and tied. 

The prepared halves are rapidly bunched la a ring gauge, and 
secured by knotting with fancy twine, the object being to pack 
the fish so closely es to retain their freshness and flavor. This 
object la fully secured by this process, which, simple aa It appears, 

It the most Imp .riant feature of the whole process, and In Its 
entirety Is secured under letters patent of the United States, 
No. #07,080, Issued to Mr. George T. Peters, the manager of the 
Eastport establishment, Sept. 10, 1878. 

The boxes are now lined with tlo foil, and five of the bunches 
Just described placed In each, and carefully covered with the 
upper layer of tlo foil, after which the coven are dosed. 

Perfect cleanliness, method and accuracy are apparent through¬ 
out the establishment, and, u the work U paid for by the piece, 
the operatives are busy, Intelligent, and contented In appearance, 
the work going on with dispatch, although the amount of noUe 
and bustle Is singularly small. The trade In these fish keeps 
pace with Its development, although but little advertised, and 
almost wholly sold through the regular channels of trade. 

It cannot fall to Increase as fast as the goods become known, 
and In the near future must supplant the clumsy, dirty, Ill-smell¬ 
ing and Inconvenient packages now In use. The offal thus 
saved from figuring In the freight account Is sold to the manu- 
fseturers of fertilisers at remunerative rates. 

It Is Intended soon to ship the fish In the bunched form In 
barrels to New York, thus saving largely in freight, where they 
will be packed In boxes. 

Carp Breeding in California, 

[From the Germantowu, Pa, Ttltgraph.} 

Mr. Editor.— I have been so crowded that 1 have not given 
you near the uumber of articles on that valuable fish, the carp, 
that I intended, but will now take It up where I left off. But 
as from now until the first of March Is the time to move them, 

1 will give a short sketch of my experience with them. 

I bought six In January, 1876; they cost me forty dollars 
when placed In my pond, one died shortly after, to that I bad 
only five to start with; and the first year, or 1876, I raised #,044, 
and In 1877 I raised 3,673. On December 87, 1877, I gave the 
first American exhibition of the carp fish, and there were hun¬ 
dreds of people to see them. “At that time I let one of my 
friends have two of my old fish, and have three old ones still left. 
In 1878 I raised about four or five thousand from them, but for 
187# 1 do not know yet how many I will have, aa I have drawn 
the water off of only one pond yet, and that was a pond of year¬ 
lings, to get some to ship, when I found about a thousand youug 
fish In It. So I find very unexpectedly that some will spawn at 
one year old. I have four ponds, the smallest hss six square 
rods of surface; the second eight square rods, the third fourteen, 
and the fourth about thirty, making In all about one-half acre. 
They coat only about two hundred dollars, and the original six 
fish, as I have already stated, forty dollars. Their food has not 
cost over ten dollars a-year. 

My family have been consuming them for eighteen months, 
and I hsve sold over four hundred dollars’ worth, and must 
have from 6,000 to 8,000 on hand. I now w eh to ask brother 
farmers to what use can they apply one-half or one-fourth of an 
acre of land to better advantage, as one-fourth of an acre will 
supply more of the beet fish known than any family can con- 
Bume! 

I am not writing for the name of lb, neither for the pay of It, 
but for the benefit of my brother farmers. It Is the cheapest 
and beet provision you can raise, alike for your family and for 
market. 

I will now give the temperature of my ponds. In Winter 
they range from 48 to 53 deg., and In 8ummer from 63 to 88, 
and when the water lb the warmest the fish grow the fastest, con¬ 
sequently they do the best where, according to the experience of 
flahculturtst's, other fish will die. Lbvi Davis.

There can be no great difficulty In selecting a fresh fish 
Firstly, there is a certain rigidity about a recently caught fish 
which Is readily perceived. Fish which have been caught for 
some time become over soft and too flexible. An examination 
of the gills, If pale and colorless, will mostly assure a purchaser 
that a fish Is ttale. The eyes In fish which have been long kept, 
are filmy and opaque- Methods of refrigeration, when tempera¬ 
tures are too much lowered, destroy the character of the flesh of 
fish. A certain amount ol disintegration takes place, caused by 
the freeling and subsequent thawing, which act Is a mechanical 
one. In refrigerated fish there are certain fatty substances 
whteb separate from the fish, appearing on the surface. But 
thesafaults In the preservation of fish are by no means constant, 
for with proper care and newer methods of refrigeration, fish 
can be kept from Summer to tbe coming Spring, almost If not 
quite as good as when cangbt It must, however, be remembered 
that when it becomes necessary to preserve fish In other ways 
than by salting and smoking, refrigerated fish come next to 
fresh fish as to flavor and nourishing qualities. No matter what 
be tbe methods of keeping fish with tee, fish must never be 
placed in actual contact with Ice; is the Ice wastes, tbe fish are 
soaked with the melting water, and all tbe juices of the fish are 
washed out. 

The questlou hss been frequently asked, to determine which 
kind of fish should be boiled, or broiled, or fried. There are 
many fish which can be subjected to all these culinary processes. 
Tbe distinctions are such which arise mainly from slie. A large 
fish Is boiled, a small fish Is broiled or fried. There are excep¬ 
tions, however, to tbe rule, such as the Pompauo, which should 
be boiled, and not broiled. Quite generally very dellcately- 
fiavored fish, such as the Pompano, when broiled, lose their ex¬ 
cellence of taste. In boiling fish, use Invariably cold water. If 
a fish la put In boiling water, tbe flesh being softer than the meat 
of animals, the act of ebullition is likely to soften It, besides 
causing It to break np. When the water Is boiling, In which the 
fish has been placed, remove It from the fire and -allow the fish 
to simmer. A boiled fish Is done when the fins can be easily re¬ 
moved .—Tin Xpieun. 

How Herring are Boned. 

A correspondent of the Boston TranocHpt writing from East- 
port, Me., says: Another new and Interesting work Is that of 
boning barring. A New York bouse has an extensive establish¬ 
ment here, giving employment to some seventy persons, mostly 
females. The present capacity Is 14,000 fish per week. An ex¬ 
cellent account of the process and business I quote from tbe 
Journal of Commrrn: 

Tbs fish are placed In numbered barrels, holding about 3,500 
barrings each, and at suitable stands, numbered to cor¬ 
respond, sit tbe girls whose daft fingers are to remove all but the 
eatable portion of the fish. Lsige, sharp shear* are need to .cut 


A Terrible Record of Disaster. 

The Cape Ann ‘‘Advertiser’’ recently contained a three-col¬ 
umn article, giving tbe names of the men lost In the fisheries 
from that port, and the vessels lost during the past year. Tbe 
record Is a most fearful one, so far as loss of life I* concerned, 
and ts entirely unprecedented In the history of the business. 
Scarcely a week during the year, but has witnessed some loss of 
life or property In the fisheries. Thirteen vessels went down, 
148 men were drowned, 56 women were widowed, and 150 
children made fatherless by the single February gnle. So over¬ 
whelming a calamity could not fall to awaken a generous sym 
patby, and $38,316.79 was contributed to feed, clothe and shelter 
the helpless survivors of the lost mariner*. The February gale, 
however, furnishes but a part of the direful history of tbe 
Gloucester fisheries of 187#. In all, 80 vessels, aggregating 
1,980 tons, comprising over a tenth part of the fishing tonnage 
of the port, valued at 8118,78#, all of which were Insured on the 
mutual system for $95,185, sailed to return no more, and 240 
Uvea have been lost, leaving 88 widows, and 910 fatherless chil¬ 
dren. There are also two vesse l s bow absent, for which grave 
fear* are entertained of their safety—the Andrew Leigh too and 
tbe Harry C. Mackey. It these do not toon return, It will add 23 
more to tbe number, swelling the fearful aggregate to 264 lives. 
In 1863, 19 or the Gloucester fleet went down, and 163 of her 
fishermen returned no more, 15 vessels end 190 men being 
swept away In one gale, leaving 70 widow*, and 144 fatherless 
children. In 1878, 81 vessels, of a value of $118,700, and 174 
lives were lost, nine vessels and 198 men going down In a single 
storm. In 1876, 37 vessels were lost, valued at 8150,000, and 
313 men were swept sway, and all along through the year* since 
our early settlement, says the “ Advertiser," disaster has followed 
disaster, the loss of life and property being a regular Incident of 
our business record. Tbe year 1856 was fortunate In thla 
respect, but two lives being lost and six vessels; In 1868, six lives 
and nine vessels; In 1866, eleven lives and sight vessel*; In 1877, 
89 lives and seven vessels; In 1878, 85 lives and eight vessels. 
Since the year 1880, when tbe Georges' fishery first commenced, 
there have been lost from this port, 3,118 men, and 405 *“

Any 
display made by this country without the Fish Commission at 
Its head would be a small affair, and to move the plaster casts, 
and all the material shown at Philadelphia, together with the 
great amount accumulated since, would take much time and 
money, hence we very much doubt any national display made by 
America, although Individuals may do something.

We now learn that 
they have been sent, with every chance for a successful arrival. 

Mich., aud 
accompanied to Omaha, Neb., from thence by express to San 
Francisco, where they were received, and Iced by Mr. Robt. J. 
Creighton, and placed In the refrigerator of a steamer,and directed 
to Mr A. M. Johnson, of Troutdale farm, Opawa, New Zealand. 
We hope to hear of their safe reception. That country has done 
much toward Introducing and acclimating foreign fishes, birds 
and mammal*.

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A CONVICTION AT LAST- 

On Friday lent the case of Jamea Magner, for Mlllng quails, 
waa tried before Juatlce Meech, and reanlted In a conrlctlon, 
Joatlce Meech fining Magner one hundred and twenty dollara, be¬ 
ing fire dollar! tor each bird. 

It will be remembered, aa we stated laat week, that Magner had 
Bold a doxen quails each to Mr. J. J. Gore and Col. A. H. Sellers. 
Mr. L. L. Palmer, who proaecuted, brought two suits, one in the 
name of Mr. Gore, and the other In the name of Col. Sellers, 
thereby securing each aa a wltneaa for the other, aa both bought 
of Magner at the same time. 

The caae of Col. Sellers waa the first tried, and a conviction 
having been obtained In that, and the circumstances being Iden¬ 
tically the same, Magner’a lawyer accepted the evidence In one aa 
the evidence In the other, and confessed to a lodgment 
The defense set np by Magner waa that the quails were killed 
In Kansas and therefore could not be declared contraband by the 
state of Illinois, no more than any article of merchandise which 
had paid duty and had passed through the custom house, aa 
Congress alone had the right to regulate Inter-state traffic, and 
any state law Interfering with such traffic waa unconstitutional. 
Also that the law waa unconstitutional for the additional reason 
that It provided that possession should be prima faeU evidence 
of guilt, which Magner’a lawyer declared waa convicting a man 
before he was proved to be guilty, and to be contrary to ail 
Jurisprudence, which to us seems rather a lame view to take of 
the question since In a caae of theft of a watch or any other article 
possession Is considered primajacii evidence of guilt, and the 
burden of proof of Innocence la thrown on the Individual In 
whose possession It la found. 

Justice Meech overruled both exceptions and rendered a verdict 
as stated above, declaring that the first objection to the right of 
states to regulate the period of the sale of game had been 
decided over and over again. Magner gave bonds and appealed 
hts case to the Criminal Court, when the constitutionality of the 
law will be tested. 

The trial created much Interest, and many spoilsmen and game 
dealers dropped In during Its progress. The game dealers are 
very much excited over the conviction, and have subscribed $500 
to contest the case. As the sportsmen are equally determined In 
the matter, there will be nothing left undone on their part to 
have the decision of Justice Meech affirmed by the higher court, 
and which there la not the slightest doubt will be the result. 

The case of A. Booth for selling two doxen quails to Charles 
F. Lewis on the 17th Inst, waa tried before Justice Bummerfleld 
on Tuesday last. The defendant demanded a trial by Jury and 
one waa empanelled. Mr. L. L. Palmer, who prosecuted, made 
the specific charge that the defendant had sold twenty-four 
quails out of season, which he claimed was the only question en¬ 
voi ved, and having proved the fact rested hlx caae. 

The defendent took the ground and proved the fact that the 
quails were part of a number purchased by him In 1878 for the 
purpose of canning, to be sent to England and France, that the 
quails were kept In his freexlng house on Twelfth Street, where 
the thermometer was fourteen degrees above xero, that they 
were In process of canning, had been plucked and drawn, and 
heads and legs cut off and were froxen; he also produced cans of 
quails cooked and put up In Jelly In 1878, when defendent bad, 
under the law then In force, until February 1st to sell them. 
Justice Summerfleld in opposition to the protest of Mr. Palmer, 
sided with this view of the question taken by the defense and 
permitted the evidence to be Introduced. 

The defendant’s counsel claimed, further, that he had ssstsd 
right* by this law, which the legislature could not deprive him of 
by subsequent legislation, to sell the quails until February 1. 
The sale of these quails was January 17, and the present gams 
law was therefore unconstitutional so far as bis case was con¬ 
cerned. Moreover, the defendant had never sold any quails but 
those In question, and these only on account of an alleged put- 
up-Job that the quails were for a sick person (which latter state¬ 
ment waa denied by the prosecution), that the defendant did not 
intend to violate the game law, did not know he had done so, and 
contended be bad not violated It. 

The counsel for the defense made the usual charge of 
peneeution, and abused witnesses aa being common Informers 
and Induced to make the complaint by the expectation of get¬ 
ting half the fine. In short the counsel left nothing undone to 
prejudice the Jury against the prosecution and In favor of the 
defendant 

Mr. Palmer, at the conclusion of the defendant’s counsel’s 
address to the Jury, sprang to bis feet and waxing warm, hurled 
back the Insinuations and false charges of the defendant’s coun¬ 
sel, and made an eloquent, learned and stirring appeal to the Jury 
to sustain the law and save the game from extermination. This 
he regarded as a most Important case, and It waa tor the Jury to 
say whether the Illicit traffic In game should be allowed to con¬ 
tinue until there was neither a game bird nor a game fish left, 
or by their verdict declare that the game law should be 
respected, and the game saved from extermination. Mr. Palmer 
reminded the Jury of the value of game in an economic point at 
view, and Its Influence In regulating the price of meat foods, 
and the value placed on It by old countries and older communities 
In this country. Altogether Mr. Palmer’s address waa equal to the 
occasion, and by Its lucid character, had its effect on tbs Jury. 

The Jury retired, and after being out an hour and a half, re¬ 
turned and rendered the following verdict: “ We, the Jury, find 
the defendant guilty, and asaeaa his tae nl $6 a Mid. or $190 
altogether, but recommended the fine to be remitted on account 
of facta In extenuation.” Justice Summerfleld, and both Mr. 
Palmer and the defendant’s counsel refused to accept the ver¬ 
dict, and demanded one of either, guilty or not guilty. The Jury 
then retired, and soon returned and brought In a verdict of 
guilty, and a fine of IItO. NJMi 
Tbs verdict and Judgment having bean recorded, Mr. Palmer, 


and promised not to sell any mors game out of season. Justice 
Summerfleld consenting, Mr. Booth paid the coats, and declared 
henceforth be waa with us In enforcing the game law. 

The caae la a most Important one, and the verdict settles a 
question which would not come np in an ordinary ease of selling 
game, sines Mr. Booth la not a dealer la game, but la a preserver 
and canner of fish and meats, and the question, therefore, virtu¬ 
ally came up and was settled whether game which had bean 
canned In the open eefieon could be sold during the close season. 
The question 1s now settled that the process of canning or pre¬ 
serving does not change Its character nor affect it In the eyas of 
the law. 

Those game dealers who desire to violate the law and contin¬ 
ue the Illicit traffic In game, last week circulated a paper among 
the restaurant keepers, many of whom are as bitter against the 
law as the Illicit game dealers, for their signatures, whereby each 
agreed to contribute five dollars to aid in defending those who 
might be detected telling contraband game. We regret to my 
that many signed It, but are also glad to know that 
several refused to sign it, frankly stating that they would 
rather contribute to ptueecute such cases, as they do not wish 
to aid in the extermination of what little game there la left. 
The game dealers met In convention 6c Monday at the Bberman 
Hoqse and appointed a committee to raise a fond to resist the 
enforcement of the game law. They were pluming themselves 
considerably on our being beaten In Mr. Booth’s case, and hence¬ 
forth the way to violate the game law with impunity would be 
open. The result of the trial will doubtless be a terrible black 
eye to them, aa those who dropped in while Mr. Booth’s ease 
was being tried, were very confident that the Jury would acquit 
him. These gentlemen have got to learn that there Is now a 
new order of things, that the spirit of the sportsmen has been 
aroused, and henceforth there will be no let up, and all men In¬ 
terested In the sale of game, whether dealer or restaurant or 
hotel-keeper, will be put on the same footing; and the man who 
desires to and does observe the law, will be protected from the 
Injury to his business by the unlawful acts of the Illicit dealer 
and seller. 

TM* MIGRATORY QUAIL. 

Our readers are well aware that the Introduction of the migratory 
quail has been most satisfactory In Its results; Indeed, It could 
not have been more so. We have at different times urged on our 
readers to this year increase the Importations of last year. In 
those localities where nonywrn turned loose last year the 
sportsmen should club togetfflP this year and Import a lot for 
that purpose. The expense la very small when compared with 
the great advantage to be derived, and, divided among a party of 
ten, for one hundred birds would be only about three dollara each. 
The orders most be sent In as soon as possible, as the flight 
reaches Sicily about the middle of March, and Mr. Braun must 
have time to make arrangements with the bird catchers, In ad¬ 
vance. • 

The following from Mr. Horace P. Tobey, of Boston, gives full 
directions for those who may desire to import. To Mr. Tobey’s 
efforts, and which have been a labor of love, as he personally 
does not derive any pecuniary benefit, are we indebted for the 
Introduction of the migratory quail, as It was he who Influenced 
and attended to, and secured the Importations of lastjyear. We 
can assure our readers that Mr. Tobey Is thoroughly responsible, 
and that they can feel perfectly safe In remitting him, and that 
he will do all be promises.

Editor Chicago Fihld :—In accordance with a promise made 
In your Issue of January 8, I herewith publish Mr. Braun’s 
prices for migratory quails, to be shipped In the Spring of 1880: 
For one cage containing 100 migratory quail, $85. 

For ten cages containing 1,000 migratory quail, $885. 

For forty eages containing 4,000 migratory quails, $1,800. 

Mr. Braun agrees to put 100 live, healthy birds Into each cage, 
to mark the address in full upon the cage, to deliver It on board 
the steamer, to provide abundant food, to pay the steward for 
caring for the birds, to pay the freight to America, and to ensure 
the purchasers against loss from shipwreck. After this they 
are at the risk of the purchaser. Judging from the success of 
our shipment of last year this risk la small, as the lost of birds In 
that Importation was only one per cent. The smallness of this 
loss Is due to the great care taken In selecting and boxing the 
birds. Upon this point Mr. Braun writes as follows; “ I always 
keep the birds for about ten days before putting them on board 
so that they may accustom themselves to the cages. If they 
were shipped the same day they were brought In from the country 
or a day after, the proportion of loss would be much more con¬ 
siderable. Before putting the birds on board I select all those 
which seem to have got hurt when caught, so that all birds are 
shipped In perfect health.” 

The cage In which the birds are put are boxes five fret long, 
seventeen Inches wide, and four and a half Inches high. The top 
of the box Is made by stretching across a piece of Jute doth, in 
which are two handholes, dosed by gathering strings. The birds 
are thus prevented from Injuring themselves by flying against the 
top of the box. This long box Is divided by a transverse partition 
Into two parts, each of which contains flrfy birds. By means of 
the hand-holes any - bird that may die on the passage la easily 
removed by tbs steward, and the live birds are taken out readily 
upon reaching their destination. The box has a grated floor, 
made by vertical wire standing three-fourths of an Inch apart, 
between which the birds can thrust their beads to reach the food 
and water In a long trough nailed to the boxes in front of tha 
grating. In this way the food la kept clean and the water cups 
are not overturned. The thorough adaption of this box to Its 
purpose Is shown by the admirable condition In which last year’s 
Importation arrived, there being, as nearly as could be ascertained, 
a loss of only about thirty birds, In a shipment of over 8,000. 
The Hre birds were apparently as tough as hickory nuts, and so 
tame as to feed from the band. It was a pretty sight to see the 
hundred little heads, with their shining eyes, thrust through the 
grating, when food and water were pot In the through. Return

•HOOTING IN OERMANY. 

A correspondent of Land and Water at Kallowlta, In Eastern 
Germany, writes of the shooting there: 

“ Within an easy distance of this ‘ black country ’ there are 
spots which possess much Interest for the naturalist and the 
sportsman. Surrounding this Iron district you find a belt of 
woodland and forests. The Journey from London la rather 
tedious, but few sportsmen would, I think, regret Banking It, for 
here the visitor would And game of a kind which he ha never 
Men either In North or South Britain. Borne years ago the 
Prussian Parliament passed a law for the extermination of wild 
boars everywhere except within the forests, where they are Inten¬ 
tionally preserved. A great deal ha been done toward carrying 
the law In question Into effect, but It appears to be Impossible to 
eradicate the race altogether In districts under cultivation. 
Within the last twenty years, wild swine—and by wild swine here 
Is meant, not the progeny of pigs tha have ever known what it 
la to be confined In a sty, but the genuine original denlsens of the 
fores t t hese wild twine had Increased and multiplied to such an 
extent that In some parts they bad- become the terror of many 
neighborhoods. 

“ Now the wild boar, as a rule, In this part of Germany Is com¬ 
paratively seldom found beyond the confines of forests where he 
Is still permitted to roam at bis will. He Is generally hunted 
with the spear, the huntsman being mounted on horseback, and 
there are few things more exciting than a genuine wild boar 
hunt. The tusks of the full-grown male are something to be 
avoided. The wounded boar la well known to be a dangerous 
brute. Woe be to the man who allows him to come to dose 
quarters. Your horse, too, If you are a all clumsy, will have his 
flanks ripped up by the enraged brute. 

“ The Forest of Pleas, to which I have referred above, Is re¬ 
markable for the possealon not only of herds of wild swine, but 
of almost every kind of game known In Europe, both winged and 
four-footed. 

“ Hares, partridges, and pheasants are found In the greatest 
abundance, and the noble proprietor baa recently ban taking the 
greatest pains to encourage the breed of that, here comparatively 
rare bird, the “auerhuhn." Numerous herds, too, of roe, red, 
and other varieties of deer roam this extensive forest, but the 
greatest cariosity of all Is to be found in the herds of aurochs, 
the primeval wild cattle of the European continent This Inter¬ 
esting race la, I understand, a comparatively recent addition to 
the forest, having ban Introduced from Poland. It Is distin¬ 
guished from the aboriginal cattle of Britain—the white cattle 
preserved In Chillingham—by Its dark brown color, Its long beard 
and Its horns, which dip down forward over the forehead Since 
Its Introduction from Poland It ha Increased and multiplied In a 
very gratifying manner. The largest herd of the aurochs In 
Poland, on the contrary, has, It is stated, for some vara ban on 
the decrease. The herd In question Is preserved In the forest of 
Blalowjeech, In the province of Grodno. Borne eight years ago It 
numbered at leut 1,000 head, but this year, when the “enumer¬ 
ation ” took place, no more than 680 could be found, and the 
decrease Is not sudden—there hu been a regular and uniform 
decrease since 1864. The principal cause assigned Is, that since 
the year mentioned, the date of the lat Polish Insurrection, the 
Polish farmers have ban forbidden to keep firearms; and the 
consequence hu been that the wolves have become much more 
numerous than In former tiroes, and Inflict greater damage than 
ever before on there rare and Interesting creatures.” 


An Ootbaobocs Decision. —A care ha ban decided in the 
Court of Common Pleas, Pittsburg, Pa, before Judge Ewing, In 
which the most outrageous decision, tha we know of, wu ren¬ 
dered. One Wm. R. Quail shot and wounded a dog belonging 
to Mr. Charles Broolxe, for tha reason that the dog wu sup¬ 
posed to be followli^ a fax on Quail’s place. Quail ordered Mr. 
Bmoise off his place, giving him twenty minutes to get off, 
which, failing to do, Quail fired into the peek of hounds, and 
crippled one of them. The suit wu first brought before Aider- 
man Smith, when Mr. Smolae proving that his dog wu worth 
one hundred dollars, and wu crippled tor future use, the court 
gave him a Judgment for twenty-five dollars. The caae wu 
appealed to the higher, but lass Intelligent, court, and tried before 
Judge Ewing and a Jury. The counsel for Quail advanced the 
argument tha a man with eleven dogs la a nuisance. Intelligent

Thb English Dbrbt. —We publish this week the official list 
of entries lor the English Field Trial Derby, kindly furnished us 
by Mr. George Lowe, the secretary of the English Kennel Club. 
This Is the sixth Derby, and the number of entries, one hundred 
and twenty-eight, Is the largest the Derby has yet had, and shows 
that Held trials In England, as in America, are each year becom¬ 
ing more popular. The first year, the Derby bad seventy-nine 
entries and ten starters; tbe second year, one hundred and one 
entries and fourteen starter; the third year, ninety-nine entries 
and fifteen starters; the fourth year, one hundred and*ten entries 
and twenty-one starters; the fifth year, one hundred and twenty- 
one entries and thirty starters. The annual growth of the Eng¬ 
lish Derby Is encouraging for our own Derby, the number of en¬ 
tries to which should certainly be sa large as those of the Eng¬ 
lish Derby. Mr. Lowe regrets that there should not be any 
American entries, but be has received many letters from promi¬ 
nent American sportsmen assuring him of their Intention at a 
future period of taking over teams to try the mettle of the Eng¬ 
lish dogs. We hope ere long to see English dogs competing at 
American trials and American dogs at English trials.

At the forks of the river, where Klnxle street bridge now 
to, I used to anchor my boat, and could get e met* of black baas 
any Summer morning. These thing* may teem Incredible to 
those who have only known Chicago since It became a metropoli¬ 
tan city, but there are thou alive who can confirm my state¬ 
ments. J. E. McClure, of 684 Michigan avenue, Judge Caton, 
end S. F. Gale, for Instance, ell of whom were active sportsmen 
then, with u good e stock of pointer* and setters aa any one 
could desire.''

According to previous arrangement Jack harnessed the hone 
and hitched him to the cart. We loaded In our tent, blankets, 
provisions, ammunition, etc.; he took the lines, and we were off 
for a four days’ camp hunt on tbe Myakka river. For several 
years peat I have beard the praises of this mystic region sung by 
sportsmen who have visited It and experienced Its charms, and the 
glowing accounts I received ofltfrom Mr. Webb end bis family only 
served to heighten my anxiety to see It with my own eyes. We 
left hpme at half past ten In the morning. Our route ley 
through a tract of open pine woods, the monotony of which waa 
relieved by ponds scattered along the entire distance, at each of 
which we got a shot or two at the large water birds, which always 
hover around them. 

At half past one o’alock we arrived at tbe scene of one of 
BUly Bowlegs' old camping grounds during his war with tbe 
United States troops. He gave It tbe poetical name of Coughpenn- 
slougb; and It Is said that one of his favorite warriors lies buried 
not far from here, who was court-martialed according to the 
Indian custom, and shot on account of some offensive remark 
made in the chiefs pretence, concerning the name given to this 
camp. 

We took dinner on this historical ground. Our box of pro¬ 
visions being In the bottom of the cart sod covered some two 
feet deep with oar bedding, tent and other camp luggage, we de¬ 
cided not to undertake the task of digging it oat, bat to fall back 
on the resources of the country for oar soack. So we took out 
the ax and cut down a palmetto-tree; then we cat off about two 
feet of the top of the tree, split It open and took oat the central 
portion—the bad, at It to called here—a core, three to four Inches 
In diameter, and eighteen to twenty Inches long. Upon this, 
seasoned cum grano sails, we made a frugal lunch, and one which 
any epicure might have envied aa 

This ” palmeeter cabbage,” as the crackers call It, to really de¬ 
licious In flavor and highly nutritious. It to white, and brittle 
like celery, bat mach richer la taste. The people here boll It for 
the table, when It assumes more of the character and flavor of 
asparagus. In many families It forms a staple article of food, 
and I am of the opinion that were It Introduced In the North It 
would at once be considered a great delicacy there. It to certainly 
far superior to celery as a relish, or asparagus is a side dish. 

There Is not the least danger of any one starving to death In a 
Florida woods so long aa he have an ax or hatchet with which to 
cat palmetto buds. 

Jack sod I stored away a good sited bad, and after eating two 
or three oranges each by way of dessert, boarded the “Myakka Ex¬ 
press ” again and rolled on toward the happy hunting ground. 
When we got within two and a half miles of tbe river we stopped 
and cat a liberal supply of llghUwood to take with ns, as no pine 
grows nearer the stream than this, and there to no pleasure In 
camping In this country without a liberal supply of this staple 
commodity. 

In fact, many Floridians say they had rather try to keep bouse 
without tweet potatoes than without “ llghtard.” Jack tells a 
story of an old cracker who sold bis farm and prepared to move 
out of a certain township. One of hit neighbors came to remon¬ 
strate with him and asked him what be wanted to leave the 
neighborhood for; If this were not sa good e country to live In 
at any other. '* Yes," said the old mao, “this Is a good enough 
country only there's no llghtard here.’’ 

We loaded our “ llghtard ” Into the cart and drove on. After 
going half a mile we emerged upon a beautiful broad prairie 
some two miles wide. Upon the farther tide of this we saw a 
strip of heavy timber through which runs tbe river. We pushed 
on aero** the prairie and at three o’clock entered e grove of tall, 
stately live-oaks on the bank of the long-looked-forand anxiously- 
sought Myakka river, and pitched our tent. And whet a lovely 
sight for a camp I It to on a high bank where tbe river makes a 
horseshoe bend, and we are In the toe of the shoe, so to speak. 
Tbe massive live-oaks stand dote together, the limbs of each one 
Intertwining affectionately with those of Its neighbor, and the 
long, grey, Spanish most hanging to within a few feet of the 
ground. This moss, together with the leaves of the trees, formed 
e covering above us so tblck as to eotlrely exclude tbe rays of the 
son by day and to protect us from the dew at night. The river to 
but a few feet from us in front or on either side, end In the rear 
are open glades that furnish excellent grazing for our horse. 

Jack staked him out and we took our guns end went up the 
river for a few hours’ shooting before dark. This Is lodeed tbe 
happy bunting ground—the sportsman's paradise. 

As we walked quietly around a bend In tbe river, Just out of 
tight of our camp, and came upon an open glade or meadow, of 
perhaps an acre, a sight met our eye* that might have Inspired 
the soul of a poet to sing hit sweetest songs, or have awakened 
In the mind of tbe prosiest human being visions of Paradise. 
There set greet flocks of large, richly-colored birds, the becks of 
which ertry nearly white, the wings and breast a rich and varied 
pink, changing In some of the melee to almost e scarlet Theu 
are tbe rousted spoonbill. 

In another part of the glade to e large Hock of tbe stately 
wood ibla, with e body of pure white, end tbe wings a glossy, 
radiant purple. In still another pert, a flock of snowy white 
egrets, and here end there a blue or gray heron, or other tropical 
bird. Alarmed by our approach they ell arose, but u If aware 
that their matchless beauty wu e perfect safeguard against the 
destroying hand of man, they soared around over our head* for 
several minutes before flying away. As they thus hovered over 
u* we stood aad contemplated the scene In silent ewe end admi¬ 
ration. Our gun* were at e parade rest. We had no desire to 
stein * tingle one of Ibelr elegant plumes with their rich blood. 
Our souls were filled with thoughts of heaven end the bright 
angels who hover o'er Its golden gates. 

Finally, Jack yielded to e desire to secure one of the birds for

This Interesting little work consists mainly of a reprint of 
a aeries of essays which appeared In the American Naturaliet at 
different Intervals. It was complied with the expressed hope 
that its perusal would lead to a " better acquaintance with the 
habits and forms of our common Insects.” In this work Prof. 
Packard makes clear the following points: What an Insect Is; 
hpw insects eat, walk and fly; the senses of the Insect; anJ bow 
Insects grow. Following this Introductory are the. essays, most 
of which he bad previously contribute i to knowledge separately. 

The most Important paper In this work, Is, undoubtedly, that 
on the ‘"Ancestry of Insects.” In this chapter Prof. Packard 
offers a strong plea for evolution. He says: 

“ To the student In nature the evolution theory of biology, 
with tbe nebular hypothesis, and the grand laws In physics of the 
correlation of forces, all interdependent and revealing to us the 
mode In which the Creator of tbe universe works In the world of 
matter, together form an immeasurably grander conception of 
the order of creation and Its Ordalner than It was possible for us 
to form before these laws were discovered and put to practical use. 
We may be allowed, then, In a reverent spirit of Inquiry, to at¬ 
tempt to trace tbe ancestry of Insects, and without arriving, per¬ 
haps, at any certain result, for It Is a matter of speculation, point 
out certain facts, the thoughtful consideration of which may. 
throw light on this difficult and embaraaslng question.” 

Prof. Packard closes this chapter by asking: “Can we not 
In imagination perceive the successive steps by which the Creator, 
acting through the laws of evolution, has built up tbe great artic¬ 
ulate division of the animal kingdom!” 

As before stated, the Professor goes just a step too far In this 
matter of evolution. This sentence Is unscientific, since It 
substitutes imageries for facts. Again, very few of 
the “laws" of evolution bear close Inspection. The proverb 
which the reviewer took occasion to construct Id tbe beginning 
of these notices, bolds good here: Feel your way as far as you 
have the facts. Tet this chapter Is a excellent contr button to 
the vexed problem of evolution. The wide circulation which this 
Interesting work has attained to commends it to tbe reader as an 
Invaluable aid on the topics considered in its pages.

This work Is a series of condensed notices of animals, which 
the author says originally grew out of notes made for his own 
Information. “ It then occurred that wbat had been found use¬ 
ful to him might prove of service to others, and accordingly they 
were printed from time to lime In the American Naturalist for 
1875.” After undergoing careful revision thej were brought 
Into their present form with the addition of chapters on mam¬ 
mals and man. Tbe work presents In an attractive form and 
language, the outlines of comparative embryology, forming a 
needed book of reference for teachers and advanced students. It 
take* tbe place of a supplement to text books of zoology and 
comparative anatomy, “ Id which nothing Is said of the modes of 
growth of animals,” especially of their embryology. 

Rigid classification Is not adhered to In the work. Tbe treatise 
of each species is essentially what tbe title of the book pre-eup- 
poees, s life history. As a rare help In the easy acquisition of 
this clhse of knowledge which has required decades of years of 
Investigation to bring forth, this work is invaluable. Concerning 
the development of the bird in an embryologies! state, more 
generally interesting to readers of this review, he gives careful 
attention, very much simplifying the known knowledge oo the 
subject. Tbe work Is commended especially to those desiring 
efficient help In this line of studies.

This Is an Interesting review of the progress of zoology from 
1796, from which time tbe learned author asserts that It had a be¬ 
ginning. This assertion,however, Is hardly correct, as Dr. Coues, 
In his Bibliography of North American Birds has titles dating 
back to 1612. Otherwise than this the paper Is accurate and an 
Invaluable work of reference.

This work Is the most extensive of Prof. Packard’s publica¬ 
tions. It would seem from its circulation one of the most Im¬ 
portant monographs of the survey. When It Is taken Into con 
slderatlon that It I* much more difficult to construct a mono¬ 
graph of a large family of Insects than almost any family of any 
other department of Natural History, the Importance of the work 
will be seen at once. Perhaps for no monograph Issued by the 
Department has there been to great a demand. Practically the 
edition has long been exhausted. It shows conclusively that the 
supply of the peculiar literature of this science Is not sufficient 
for tbe demand. It may be said In this connection that too 
much credit cannot be given Dr. Hayden for Incorporating these 
elaborate monographs in the reports of the survey, though a part 
of the species described are foreign to tbe territory under survey. 
Much material accumulated Is thus brought before the public 
which from tbe expense of publication would possibly remain 
unused for years. In tbe work In question the relations of In¬ 
sects to comparative physical geography,.and geographical dis¬ 
tribution of Insects bss been carefully studied. An extended 
examination of existing Insects of tbe western states and territo¬ 
ries was made to tbrow light If possible on extinct forms which 
abound in the tertiary formations of those regions. This mat¬ 
ter was worked up by Mr. 8. H. Bcudder, the eminent palento- 
mologtst. The Phalanidte, are a family of moth* of wide extent 
comprising some eight hundred species In Europe. There are 
some four hundred found north of Mexico, herein described, 
taklnr np 560 pages. After this 1* an extended memoir on the 
geographical distribution of species This memoir In brief notes 
at least the following facts of Interest: 

There are four pbalssnld moths, purely arctic, not found south 
of Greenland or Labrador, nor on Alpine summits. 

That some of tbe family are found as high and higher than 
12,000 feet above the sea level. That some species grow to a 
greater else on the Pacific than Atlantic slope, on account of 
climatic cause*. 

And that the origin of the present distribution of species is due 
to extensive and general migration. 

The bibliography of the family, always valuable, Is given. 
Many of the drawings were executed by Mr. Samuel Caaslno, and 
are of superior merit. It Is doubtful If any work of Prof. Pack¬ 
ard's will live longer or tend morn to Immortalise the author than 
this on*.

moval a* we In turn regard tbe demise of the mosquito. Have 
not, through tbe ages past, from tbe time when the first grass¬ 
hopper chirped upon a tree fern’s leaf In the Devonian forests 
of New Brunswick, millions of species of Insects had tbetr day 
and died, with no human eye to witness them! Imagine the 
eons aDd eons of measured eternity through wblch by dsy and 
night the busy bum of Insect life has risen and fallen with oo 
human ear to listen. But on the other band, blot out those busy 
servants of ours, the bees; the myriads of Insects that aid In fer¬ 
tilizing our vegetable* and fruit trees; tbe silk-worm, whose pro¬ 
ducts form so large pn Item In the commercial greatness of the 
East and of Southern Europe; the lac and dye Insects; those that 
produce galls for making Ink; the myriads of grub* and files 
that act as scavengers, purify tbe Ur, saving us from pestilence ;

The following notice of this work was contributed In the col¬ 
umn of book reviews in the Chicago Tribune of February 15, 
1879, by the writer, and represent* a fair history of the depre¬ 
dation of Insects In North America: 

The ravages of Insects In various parts of tbe West of late 
years have filled many minds with consternation. During the last 
century the whole territory of the United States and southern 
British America has been tbe scene of terrible visitation, In one 
part or another, of an Insect plague. Some of these visitations 
have a place In the history of the country as great epochs of de¬ 
vastation and ruin. Like tbe yellow fever of the South or the 
famine of India, these Insects, In one form or another, swept 
over vast areas of land, leaving no ve-tlge of any green thing, 
stopping the very cars on the track, and often marking the 
fences and houses with the evidence of their greed. In 1776 
the Hesslau fly (Cecidomya deetruclor ) appeared ‘on 8taten Island 
and at Flatbuah, on tbe west end of Long Island. Having multi¬ 
plied In these places, tbe Insects gradually spread over the south¬ 
ern part of New York and Connecticut, and continued to proceed 
Inland at the rate of fifteen or twenty miles a year. They reached 
Saratoga, 200 miles from their original station, In 1789. Dr. 
Chapman says that they were found west of the Alleghany Moun¬ 
tains In 1797; from their progress through the country having 
apparently advanced about thirty miles every 8ummer. Wheat, 
rye, barley, and even timothy grass, ware attacked by them; and 
so great were their ravages In the larva state that tbe cultivation 
of wheat was abandoned In many places where they bad estab¬ 
lished themselves.’ (Harris. Extract from Packard, p. 695.) 
The theory of tbe migrations of tbe Hessian fly Is undoubtedly 
tbe same as that applied to Rocky Mountain locusts, and will 
appear further ou. 

Tbe wheat-midge, diploeietritici, Is said to have first appeared 
In Quebec In 1820, making “Its way along the St. Lawrence and 
Sorelle rivers Into Northwestern Vermont, and soon became so 
abundant In New England and New York that cultivation of 
wheat was mostly abandoned. Its attacks then decreased, and 
wheat was not again raised until lu tbe year 1854, when wheat was 
largely In cultivation, It again became very destructive, causing 
a loss, In tbe state of New York alone, according to the estimate 
of Dr. Fltcb, of $16,000 000. In Canada, In 1866, tbe loss was 
estimated to exceed $8,800,000, In the same year In New York 
tbe midge destroyed one-half to two-thirds on tbe uplands and 
nearly all of tbe lowlands, and tbe destruction was worse lu 1857 
and 1858.” (Fitch extract from Packard, p. 709.) This midge 
Is destroyed by a parasite ss greedy for midge-flesh ss the former 
for grain. This parasite Increases and diminishes with tbe 
midges In proportionate ratio, and consequently Is “seldom 
noticed now or known to be present In our country.” 

Tbe northern army worm, HeliophUa unlpuncta, came on In vast 
numbers with tbe Rebellion Itself. “The Summer of 1861 will 
long be remembered by agriculturist* on account of tbe Injury 
their crops received from the sudden and unprecedented appear¬ 
ance of a caterpillar, which destroyed tbe leaves and heads of 
every sort of grain, and a species, Apbls, or plant louse, that 
gathered In Immense numbers on the ears of grain that had been 
left untouched by tbe army worm, sucking up the sap of the ear, 
and thus lessening very materially Its weight, or, If In many cases 
not doing as much ss this, causing much apprehension to farmers 
generally. This worm has appeared In the successive years of 
1818, '20, '25, '86, ’84, '41, ’49, ’49, ’54, '55, '56, ’61, ’65, ’66, 
'69, '71, '72 (Packard, pp. 699 and 701), devastating various por¬ 
tions of the country from the Rocky Mountains to tbe Atlantic. 
It affords much consolation to insectivorous birds, however. 

Tbe Colorado potato-beetle, Leptlnotarea deeemllneata , seems to 
have been first known to naturalists In 1823, snd was described 
In tbe following year by Mr. Say. It appear* first as “a large, 
thlck-bodled, reddish-orange grub, spotted on the sides with 
black, changing underground Into a large hemispherical yellow 
beetle about half an Inch long, with ten wide stripes ou Its back; 
three brood* of the worm appearing In one season.” It “de¬ 
vours leaves, sometime* tubers,” being especially destructive to 
potato** (“ but preferring Its original rood plant—a roadside 
weed—to th* potato In Kansas, etc.” Snow). Concerning the 
potato bag Dr. A. 8. Packard says: “ Tbe history of tbe succes¬ 
sive Invasion of the prairie* of the Mississippi end the wooded 
district of tbe Middle end Northeastern States, until only the 
ocean proved a sufficient barrier to tbelr advance*. Is a subject of 
a good deal of lntareot to the naturalist . . Some year* sgo 
It was confidently announced that tbe Colorado beetle would not 
flourish la the damp, oold cllmats of New England; that tbs Sum¬ 
mer* were SO wot that II would die while lying as a pups nnder 
ground.” But It "did** much damage In tbe Northeastern States 
sain the Western, and th* newspaper* report that It crossed the 
Atlantic and effe cte d a landing In Bremen, Germany, and there 
I* no reason why It should not overrun Europe sftar so sueosas 
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lolly withstanding the great difference la climate between the 
eastern and western regions of the United States." 

The history of the potato-beetle Is too well known to every 
one to dwell further upon 1U devastations. Not only the pro¬ 
ducer. but the consumer, have been made to feel Its power. Of 
other Intacta, the cotton-worm and the Joint-worm are prominent 
from the Immense losees occasioned by their ravages. Bat chief 
of all depredators Is the Insect—the Rocky Mountain Locust— 
which has enacted the most terrible infliction on the cereal re¬ 
sources of the country. The vast losses occasioned by this Insect 
are absolutely appalling, and have no parallel In the known 
history of America. The Insect plague of primeval Biblical 
history Is fairly a rellel beside It. The lose in 1874, 1875, 1878, 
and 1877 In the area visited by locusts atone Is estimated by Indis¬ 
putable facto at $900,000,000, and the annual average loasee from 
the united attacks of various Insects Is estimated at the same 
amount. 

Concerning the theorlee of the migration of locust®, Dr. 
Packard says: 

« The Immediate cause of the migration of the locust from Its 
original breeding-places Is the unusual abundance of their species 
during certain years. 

“ A secondary cause for migration Is the desire for food, and 
possibly the reproductive Instinct.’’ 

These sections are treated by Dr. Packard as theories, and are 
properly demonstrated. They are so evident of themselves, how¬ 
ever, that no comment may be made on them. The remedies 
against the various noxious Insects may be briefly reproduced 
from Dr. Packard’s report: 

“ Hessian Fly—Cecldomyia destructor. 

‘‘Remedy— Besides the parasites of this Insect, Its natural 
enemies, large numbers probably fall prey to roving carnivorous 
Insects and birds, particularly swallows and martins. As, how¬ 
ever, the Insect remains In the ‘ flax-seed ’ state In the straw and 
stubble, the obvious remedy Is to burn over wheat-fields for sev¬ 
eral years In succession. The rotation of crops la also a valuable 
preventive.’’ The larva: maybe recognised by the following: 

“ Two or three small reddish white maggots Imbedded In the 
crown of the roots or Just above the lower Joint, causing the stalk 
and leaves to wither and die; the maggots harden, turn brown, 
then resembling a flax-seed, and change Into little black midges 
with smoky wings, which appear In Bpring and Autumn, and lay 
from twenty to thirty In a crease in the leaf of the young plant." 

"Colorado Potato-Bug.—Remedies—The surest and safest 
remedy Is hand-picking. As soon as the eggs are laid they should 
be looked for on the under side of the leaf, torn off, and burned. 
Afterwards the grubs and beetles should be picked off.” 

Statistics are given showing that this Is the only effectual 
method of destruction. 

“ Rocky MounUln Locusts. —Remedies—The locust msy be 
most effectually dealt with In the egg state. Bounties should 
be paid by the different states and territories, as Is done by 
European governments. As the eggs are laid very close together, 
and only an Inch below the surface, the top soil might be 
gathered Into heaps and heated through by bonfires, or passed 
through crushing-mills, or the egg-sacs picked out by women and 
children, and liberal bounties be paid—so much a bushel—by 
town and county inspectors, and then burned. Deep plowing 
and heavy rolling are advisable, and, on the other hand, har¬ 
rowing the field In Autumn so that the egg-sacs may be turned 
up and exposed to the frost, birds, bugs, and cattle. * * 

Dr. Packard’s work Is full of the very beat knowledge of 
noxious Insects, and most efficient methods of treating them. 

It consists of over 900 pages, profusely Illustrated with engrav¬ 
ings of Insects, and maps showing area of devastation. It may 
undoubtedly be obtained by application to the decretory of 
the Interior Department. One passage msy be quoted as an In¬ 
spiration to young naturalists and for the Information of all: 
“Unlike fishes, birds, and quadrupeds, which have similar 
habits at all stages of growth, an Insect, with Its three separate 
stage* of larva, pupa, and adult, leads, as It were, three lives, 
with different surroundings, and In each of these stages may be 
regarded as- a different animal. * * * Our entomologists 
are not numerous enough, and often, from their time being 
taken up with the pursuit of their profession, usually not that of 
science, are unable to be long enough In the field to observe for 
themselves the habits of Insects. Unfortunately, alto, so back¬ 
ward is the science of entomology In this country that Ito s u- 
denta are at present fully engrossed with the labor of classifying 
adult Insects. When It Is to be borne In mind that there are within 
the limits of the United States probably, at a low estimate, 
10,000 species of Hymenoptera (bees, wasps, etc.,) nearly as 
many butterflies and moths, sbont 10,000 of two-winged flies 
(Dlptera), as many beetles and bugs, several thousand species of 
grasshoppers, etc., the whole amounting to upward of 60,000 
species of Insects, not to speak of spiders, mites, ticks, centi¬ 
pedes, and millipedes, It is evident that the mere preliminary 
work of Identifying and properly describing these myriad forms 

g , u ; one, gnd that the combined exertions of many minds 
over several generations will not exhaust the subject. As It Is, 
there are only thirty entomologists In this country who pub¬ 
lish anything relating to Insects." The report of the United 
States Entomological Commission comprises 800 pages, with 
numerous maps and Illustrations, relating entirely to the Rocky 
Mountain locust, and the best means of exterminating them. It 
takes up their nomenclature, dasalflcatlon, history of their 
Injuries, statistics of losses, agricultural bearing of the locust 
problem, Its permanent feeding-grounds, geographical distribu¬ 
tion, migrations, bablts and natural history, anatomy and em¬ 
bryology, metamorphoses, Ito enemies, remedies, utilization, 
ravages of other locusts In this and other countries.
